The plain facts about what the peo- 
ple of San Francisco have dove tn less 
than two yeurs since the earthquake 
end fire, which together destroyed 28,- 
000 buildings, are simply beyond com: 
prehénsion among the people of the 
east. The damage by the earthquake 
Was less than 5 per cent of the total 
lestruction. It was the fire which sue. 
reeded the earthquake that caused the 
awful havoc. There were 28,000 build: 
Ings destroyed, worth in the aggregate 
$105,000,000, In spite of labor troubles 
and a cloud of all kinds of difticulties 
Which would have daunted the people 
of most cities, San Francisco within 
the short period of twenty-two months 
since the diaster has erected or is now 
completing 10,000 new buildings, worth 


£111,000,Q00. That is to say, these new | 


structures represent $6,000,000 more 
than the original loss, and yet only 
$5.000,000 of the capital necessary for 
this gigantic work of upbuilding came 
from outside of San Francisco, 

What is equally sfigniticant, these 
10,000 buildings have more floor and 
room space for business purposes thag 
the 28,000 that were destroyed. This 
Rerves to show the larger and better 
lines on which the new city has beer 
and is being rebuilt. The bank clear- 
ance of San Franvisco showed a re 
markable {increase last year over for 
mer years. The resources of the na- 
tional banks of the city are $96,000,00Q, 
and those of the savings banks are 
$163,000,000, while the deposits in the 
commercial banks amount to more 
than $70,000,000, For a city the size of 
San Francisco, which, it fs belleved, 
has a larger population today than {ft 
had before the fire, these figures are 
certainly impressive and give a good 
iden of the {minense wealth and tbe 
natural resources of the city. 

Whatever may be the result of the 
recent municipal troubles, San Fran- 
cisco now has an honest mayor and an 
intelligent board of supervisors, whose 
integrity is unquestioned, and the 
awakened interest of the solid men of 
the city in public affairs gives the 
assurance of 2 square deal tn all civic 
matters.—Boston Glohe

That the evils of cocaine which New 
York Is trying to stamp out by the en- 
forcement of a stringent law are more 
widespread than the public knows was 
emphasized by Dr, Charies Harrington, 
chairman of the Massachusetts state 
bonrd of health, In the course of a lee. 
ture at Harvard Medical school, Dr. 
Harrington told of a group of boys in 
Chelsea who held cocaine parties which 
were broken up by the police. He also 
told of a man who sold a catarrh cure 
containing cocaine and employed boys 
to peddle the drug. The boys were 
paid a commission In the form of a 
bottle of the cure, He sald that tn 
some barrooms the drug was as mucb 
an article of commerce as Iquor,

A CLOCK OF STARS. 


Seot’s Remarkable Invention to Help 
In Studying Astronomy. 


One of the most remarkable exhib- 
fts at the Edinburgh Exhibition is 
that of astronomical clocks made by 
a Selkirk stonemason, Mr. James 
Scott, who constructed the wonderful 
inechanism to help him in hia stud- 
tes in astronomy. Scott is a self-taught 


astronomer and a mathematical 
genius, for though his clocks are 
marvels of accuracy, he knows 


nothing of the mathematics of the 
schools. The first, and also the big- 
gest, of his three astronomical clocks 
occupied him for five winters ere it 
was completed. It was made wholly 
by himself, and it goes with splendid 
regularity, and works to a fraction of 
@ second in a year. One of tha see- 
tions, which shows the rising and set 
ting of the moon, goes slow to the 
extent of only a second in five years, 
One wheel which reguiates the move" 
ment showing the sun's eclipse takes 
19 years to complete its revolution. 
is clock stands cight fect high 
and is five feet broad nt the lower 
rt. The under part shows the revo- 
utions of Mercury, Venus, the earth 
and moon round the sun, and the 
moon's revolutions round the earth, 
with the exact position of all these 
bodies at any moment, and atso all 
the stars of the Zodine visible to the 
naked eye. There is likewise an indi- 
entor which marks out the date from 
day to day. Above is the clock which 
regulates all the movements. In a 
tower above the clock are shown tha 
rising and setting of the moon in all 
its phases, also its daily altitude 
above the earth's horizon. The tower 
is erowned with a globe which shows 
the eartit’s daily revolution, and ex: 
plains the cause of the unequal length 
of day and night and the changes of 
the seasons, It also shows Greenwich 
mean time all over the globe. On 
the right side of the clock is shown 
when and where eclipses are possible, 
and on the left side another “dial” 
shows the sidereal time. 

Another cluck made by Mr. Scott 
records the movements of Jupiter and 
his satellities as seen through a tele 
scope, and a third, a solar clock, 
shows the difference between solar 
and Greenwich mean time for every 
day of the yenr, and also the sun’s 
apparent deviations in right ascen- 
sion. The construction of all three 
clocks is a tribute to the tmason- 
astronomer-inventor’s genius, coupled 
with a rare patience and persistence 
in research and exneriment, Mr. 
Sentt was born in Midlem, near Sel- 
kirk, 59 vears ago, and only after he 
wns 87 did he discover his bent for 
astronomy. The extraordinary meteor: 
fe display that occurred in 18°6 set 
him thinking ebout the mvsteries of 
the heavens, and he pursued Bis stud- 
jes practically unnided, His astrono 
mieal clocks ave no less remarkable 
for their mechwnien! ingenuity than 
for thoir scientific value.

TIME AT FAME POLES. 


(t le Practically Any Hour of the Day 
You Please. 

Those who ure conversant with the 
use of globes know thut all the merid- 
lans of longitude starting from the 
equator converge townrd and meet at 
the poles. They know, too, that longi- 
tude signifies time and that difference 
of longitude is difference in time. They 
know very well that when It {s noon in 
London it is about. 7 o'clock, la the 
morning in Boston, and thut when it ta 
noon in San Fraucisco It is about a 
quarter past 3 in the afternoon in New 
York. 

Now, as the meridian of London ez- 
tends to the north pole, it necessarily 
ensues that when it is noon in the Eng- 
lish capital it inust also be noon at the 
north pole. Ina similar manner when 
it is noon at Boston, or in San Francis- 
co, oF at Pekin, or any other place 
situated in the northern hemisphere, 
it follows that it must also be noon at 
the pole, because all the meridians of 
those places unite at the north pole, 
Therefore it is noon all day long at the 
pole. 

Thus there is an entire absence of 
time at the pole, But it would be just 
as correct to say that it is a place 
where there is a preponderance of 
time, for it is practically any time of 
day during the whole twenty-four 
hours or, indeed, through the year, 
In fact, a resident at the north pole 
could make it any time of day he 
might choose to select, with the con- 
ecilousness that it would be the right 
time, 


A POET'S DIET. 


Byron’s Strenuous Efforts te Kees 
Himeelf From Getting Fat 

“You mention Browning’s idea that 
starvation was the cure for all the file 
of the flesh—his own, at any rate,” 
says a correspondent. “Browning was 
not the only poet with peculiar views 
on the subject. One of Byron's chief 
fears was that of becoming fat. and te 
avold it he often resorted to extraor-. 
dinary systems of diet. At Athens he 
lived mainly on rice and vinegar and 
water. Later he confined himself to 
eix biscuits a day and tea, In 1816 he 
had so restricted his dict that be was 
obliged to keep down bunger by chew: 
ing mastic and tobacco. ‘Don Juan’ 
was ‘written on gin and water.’” 

Byron, it has been pointed out, was 
one of those foredoomed by their con- 
stitutions to fatness in middie life, 
whether they ent much or little, and 
‘ad teucy over niture li this feapect

John MeLean, an officer of the H. B. ; 
Co., who discovered the falls and can- 
yon in 1830 

The following interesting account of 
MecLean’s visit to the falls is given in 
his book, entitled “Notes of twenty- 
five years’ service in the Hudson Bay 
Terr.tory,”’ and describes the scene as 
he viewed it in August, 1839, when he 
arrived at the falls on his exploratory 
journey from Ungava Bay. ‘About six 
miles above the falls, the river sud- 
denly contracts from a width of from 
four hundred to six hundred yards, to 
about one hundred yards, then rush- 
ing along in a continuous foaming 
rapid, finally contracts to a breath 
of about fifty yards, ere it precipitates 
itself over the rock which forms the 
fall; when still roaring and foaming, 
it continues its maddened course for 
a distance of about thirty miles, pent 
up between walls of rock that rise 
sometimes to a height of three hun- 
dred feet on either side, This stupen- 
dous fall exceeds in height the falls 
of Niagara, but bears no comparison 
to that sublime object in any other 
respect, being nearly hidden from the 
view by the abrupt angle which the 
rocks form immediately beneath it. If 
not seen, however, it is felt, sueh is 
the extraordinary foree with which it | 
tumbles into the abyss beneath that 
we felt the solid rock shake under our 
fect, as we stood two hundred feet 
above the gulf. A dense cloud of va- 
por, which can be seen at a great dis- 
tance in clear weather hangs over the 
spot, From the f ll to the foot of the 
rapid—a distance of 30 miles—the zig- | 
zag course of the river presents such 
sharp angles that you see nothing of 
it until within a few yards of its 
banks.
